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INTRODUCTION 


That  a  record  of  ancestry  is  considered  of  great  importance  is 
manifested  in  the  Bibical  account  of  seventy-six  unbroken  gener¬ 
ations  from  Adam  to  Christ. 

Though  comparatively  small  in  numbers,  the  Bradley  Family 
has  contributed  generously  with  brain,  brawn  and  blood  to  the 
progress  of  the  British  Empire  and  the  United  States.  It  has  dis¬ 
tinguished  itself  in  war  and  in  the  varied  pursuits  of  peace. 

Pride  of  family,  perhaps  even  more  than  pride  of  country,  is  a 
commendable  trait  and  should  be  cultivated.  The  Bradleys  have 
just  cause  to  be  proud  of  their  family  history,  traditions  and 
standards. 

In  the  United  States  alone  there  are  cities  or  towns  bearing 
the  family  name  as  follows:

There  are  also  in  the  United  States  numerous 
counties,  townships,  streets,  etc.,  bearing  the  name  “Bradley.” 
This  is  eloquent  testimony  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  name 
is  held  in  this  country.  The  same  can  be  said  of  the  British 
Empire. 

While  this  collection  of  data  is  concerned  with  those 
members  of  the  family  who  have  been  statesmen,  military  heroes, 
scientists,  writers  and  captains  of  industry,  it  is  also  intended  as  a 
memorial  of  men  and  women  whose  very  names  are  forgotten 
today;  who,  unnoted  then,  as  they  are  unremembered  now,  faced 
and  solved  the  problems  of  humble  living,  laughed  at  fate  and 
refused  to  be  broken  by  misfortune,  who  gave  sturdy  children  to 
the  world  —  and  died ! 

It  pleased  them  that,  as  a  result  of  their  sacrifice  and  toil, 
their  progeny  might  have  more  comforts,  increased  oppor¬ 
tunities,  and  a  greater  freedom.  An  affectionate  regard  to  their 
memory  is  natural  to  the  heart.  To  resurrect  their  memories  out 
of  the  mists  of  time,  to  link  their  lives  with  the  evolution  of 
events  and  to  assign  to  them  their  share  in  the  wonderful  past 
should  be  a  very  lofty  aspiration  to  every  member  of  the  Bradley 
family. 

The  data  in  this  “volume”  has  been  gathered  from  authentic 
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sources,  as  shown  on  the  last  few  pages.  The  compiler  hopes  and 
believes  that  in  producing  this  Record  he  is  bringing  to  the  Brad¬ 
ley  family  information  which  will  be  of  great  interest  and  value 
to  them. 

In  reference  No.  26  we  find  the  following  regarding  the  origin 
and  meaning  of  the  family  name  Bradley:  “Local,  ‘of  Bradley.’ 
The  local  spots  entitled  the  broad  ley  (lea);  that  is,  the  broad 
meadow  would  naturally  be  expected  to  be  great.  There  are 
parishes,  townships,  etc.  of  this  name.”  “Variations  are:  Bradly, 
Bradlee.”

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THE  BRADLEY  COAT  OF  ARMS 


A  Coat  of  Arms  is  an  emblem  or  device  “traditionally  in¬ 
herited,”  and  originally  bestowed,  usually  with  other  honors  and 
privileges,  by  royalty,  in  recognition  of  meritorious  deeds.  For 
centuries  the  Coat  of  Arms  has  been  a  distinctive  mark  of 
families  of  noble  blood. 

Coats  of  Arms  were  often  used  for  purposes  of  identification 
and  recognition  on  the  field  of  battle  as  well  as  in  civil  life.  To 
most  Americans  of  today  a  Coat  of  Arms  is  understood  to  be  a 
“family  relic”  or  an  “emblem  of  family  pride.”  This  is  especially 
true  if  there  is  no  genuine  claim  to  a  family  Arms. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude 
form,  were  used  by  Noah’s  sons  after  the  flood.  There  are  records 
of  other  Coats  of  Arms  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history. 
Heraldry,  however,  as  we  know  it  today,  did  not  become  of 
much  importance  until  soon  after  the  invasion  of  England  by 
William  the  Conqueror,  A.D.  1066.  Heraldry  became  of  general 
interest  at  about  the  time  of  the  Crusades. 

In  1528  Henry  VIII,  King  of  England,  appointed  a  com¬ 
mission  to  visit  each  country  in  his  kingdom,  and  summon  his 
subjects  of  rank  to  appear  for  examination  as  to  their  heraldic 
rights.  This  procedure  was  repeated  at  irregular  intervals  and  a 
record,  known  as  “visitations,”  kept. 

The  ancient  Bradley  Coat  of  Arms,  which  is  correctly  de¬ 
scribed  below,  has  been  in  the  family  for  many  generations.  It 
was  first  used  by  the  Bradleys  of  Yorkshire,  and  is  especially 
recorded  by  Crozier  for  the  early  Connecticut  Bradleys.  It  is,  of 
course,  recognized  by  other  branches  of  the  family. 

It  is  described  in  Burke's  General  Armory ,  Burke's  Landed 
Gentry ,  Burke's  Peerage  and  Baronetage ,  Crozier's  Armory ,  and 
other  reliable  works  on  heraldry,  as  shown  below,  in  some  cases 
accompanied  by  illustrations  and  pedigrees. 

Arms:  Gules,  a  chevron  argent  between  three  boars'  heads 
couped  or.  On  a  red  shield,  a  silver  chevron  with  three  boars’ 
heads  in  gold  thereon. 

Crest:  A  boar's  head  couped  or.  A  golden  boar’s  head,  (red 
tongue). 
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Motto:  Liber  ac  sapiens  esto.  Be  free  and  wise. 

As  a  matter  of  personal  taste,  which  is  permissable,  some 
members  of  the  family  vary  the  shape  of  the  shield  and  of  other 
features  of  the  Arms.  The  mantle  and  helmet  which  are  some¬ 
times  seen  with  Coats  of  Arms  are  merely  ornamental  and  may 
be  correctly  included  or  omitted. 

Besides  its  family  significance  and  inspiration  this  Coat  of 
Arms  painted  in  full  brilliant  colors  makes  an  excellent  mural 
ornament  and  inspires  the  admiration  and  comment  of  all  who 
see  it.

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ANCIENT  BRADLEY  FAMILIES 


With  Descendants  of  Later  Generations 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  Bradley  Family  recorded  in  this 
collection  were  members  of  the  peerage  and  baronetage  or  of  the 
landed  gentry  of  Great  Britain.  For  all  Americans  of  the  name 
their  history  holds  a  peculiar  charm,  since  there  is  about  them 
something  of  the  glamour  of  antiquity  and  the  romantic  appeal 
of  the  country  which,  not  so  many  generations  ago,  our  ancestors 
called  home. 

In  these  pedigrees  are  recorded  the  lives  of  many  men  who 
were  or  are  prominent  in  the  civil  and  military  life  of  the  empire. 
In  many  cases  it  was  the  younger  sons  of  these  families  who 
migrated  to  the  American  colonies. 

In  Burke's  General  Armory ,  including  the  edition  of  1921, 
titled  Bradley  families  are  mentioned  under  headings  and  in  the 
order  as  follows:

The  name  Bradley  is  found  largely  in  Yorkshire,  Lincolnshire, 
Wiltshire  and  Staffordshire,  England.  The  family  in  England  has 
been  one  of  the  first  importance  for  many  centuries. 

Roger  de  Bradley  is  mentioned  as  holding  forty  acres  at  Brad¬ 
ley,  A.D.  1183.  “At  the  feast  of  St.-Cuthbert  in  Lent.  When  the 
Lord  Hugh,  Bishop  of  Durham,  caused  to  be  described,  all  the 
revenues  of  his  whole  Bishoprice.  .  .This  survey  of  Hugh  Pudsey, 
called  Bolton  Burke,  mentions  in  Workingham,  which  contains

300  acres.  Roger  de  Bradley  who  holds  40  acres,  at  Bradley  and 
rendres  half  a  marc,  besides  forest  service  to  wit  forty  days  in  the 
fawn  season,  and  forty  in  the  rutting  season.” 

Several  Bradley  families  settled  early  in  Essex  Co.,  Mass.  The 
Bradleys  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  are  related  to  those  of  Essex  Co. 
John  Bradley  was  in  Salem,  Mass.,  1636.  Peter  Bradley,  1648, 
owned  a  sloop  on  the  sound:  his  son  may  be  Peter  of  Plymouth, 
1683.  On  Oct.,  1687  Peter  Bradley,  of  New  London,  Conn., 
recorded  with  wife.  John  Bradley  was  taxed  at  Dover  Neck,  N.H., 
1667.  Cyrus  Sherwood  Bradley:  b.  Southport,  Conn.  Henry 
Bradley  taxed  in  North  Parish,  Haverhill,  Mass.,  1669.  George 
Bradley  gave  testimony  against  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  1689. 
Receipt  for  articles  sent  to  George  Bradley,  1690,  by  ship. 
Nathaniel  Bradley  of  Dorchester,  d.  before  1677.  William  Bradley 
of  Dorchester,  signs  a  petition,  1664.  At  Ipswich,  Mass:  Edward, 
1652;  Samuel,  1652;  Joshua,  1663.  At  one  time  the  name  Brad¬ 
ley  was  so  common  in  one  section  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  that  the 
locality  was  called  Bradley  Town.  A  portion  of  Litchfield,  Conn., 
was  called  Bradleyville.  Nathan  Bradley:  b.  1631;  settled  in  Dor¬ 
chester,  Mass.,  at  an  early  date.

PROMINENT  BRITISH  BRADLEYS,  PAST  GENERATIONS 


A  colorful  procession  marching  down  the  centuries— the 
Bradleys  whose  achievements  are  here  briefly  mentioned  were 
among  the  distinguished  personages  of  their  day. 

CHARLES  BRADLEY:  Evangelical  preacher;  b.  1789,  Hal¬ 
stead,  Essex;  resided  in  Wallingford;  Vicar  of  Glasbury,  Breck¬ 
nockshire;  first  Incumbent  of  St.  James’s  Chapel,  Clapham, 
Surrey,  1829;  author  of  numerous  volumes  of  sermons;  d.  Chel¬ 
tenham,  1871. 

GEORGE  BRADLEY:  prominent  journalist;  b.  1816,  Whit¬ 
by,  Yorkshire;  editor  and  proprietor  of  “Newcastle  Guardian;” 
resident  of  Newcastle,  where  he  d.  1863;  published  “A  Concise 
and  Practical  System  of  Shorthand  Writing.” 

JAMES  BRADLEY :  astronomer-royal;  s.  of  William  Bradley 
(below,  m.  1678);  b.  1693,  Sherbourn,  Gloucestershire;  lecturer 
on  experimental  philosophy,  Oxford,  1729;  member  of  Council 
of  Royal  Society,  1752;  made  numerous  observations  and 
remarkable  discoveries  in  the  field  of  astronomy;  a  recognized 
authority  on  astronomy  in  his  time,  and  was  associated  with 
other  noted  astronomers.  His  records  of  over  60,000  observa¬ 
tions,  on  over  3,200  stars  were  officially  published  after  his 
death.  Author  of  numerous  works  on  astronomy;  resident  of 
Oxford;  d.  1752. 

RALPH  BRADLEY:  noted  conveyancing  barrister;  b.  1717; 
resident  of  Stockton-on-Tees;  published  several  works;  managed 
affairs  of  Co.  Durham;  d.  Stockton-on-Tees,  1788. 

RICHARD  BRADLEY:  botanist  and  horticultural  writer; 
popular  and  voluminous  author;  F.R.S.  and  professor  of  botany, 
Cambridge,  1724;  d.  Cambridge,  1732. 

THOMAS  BRADLEY:  Divine;  native  of  Berkshire;  b.  about 
1597;  Chaplain  to  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  to  James  I;  Pre¬ 
bendary  of  York,  1666;  d.  1670;  author  of  several  volumes  of 
sermons;  m.  1631,  Frances,  dau.  of  Sir  John  Savile.  Because  he 
was  a  staunch  royalist  “his  lady  and  all  his  children  were  expelled 
by  Parliamentary  committee  and  turned  out  of  doors  to  seek 
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their  bred  in  desolate  places,”  when  his  estates  in  Yorkshire  were 
taken  from  him.  The  King  bid  him  to  “preach  conscience  to  the 
people  and  not  to  meddle  with  state  affairs;  he  was  restored  to 
Ackworth,  at  the  Restoration.  He  had  several  children.  One  son 
was  Saville  Bradley. 

THOMAS  BRADLEY:  M.D.;  physician;  native  of  Worcester; 
b.  1751;  resident  of  London;  physician  to  Westminster  Hospital, 
1794-1811;  published  several  medical  works;  d.  St.  George’s 
Fields,  1813. 

WILLIAM  BRADLEY:  m.  1678;  a  descendant  of  a  family 
seated  at  Bradley  Castle,  county  Durham,  England  from  the  14th 
century.  His  third  son  was  James  (above). 

WILLIAM  BRADLEY:  portrait  painter;  b.  1801,  Manchester;

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BRADLEYS  IN  THE  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION 


Following  is  a  roster  of  the  patriots  by  the  name  of  Bradley 
who  fought  in  the  cause  of  freedom  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Much  greater  was  the  number  of  non-combatants  behind  the 
lines;  some  of  whom  were  engaged  in  fashioning  bullets  from 
melted  metal,  often  destroying  heirlooms  of  value  from  across 
the  sea;  some  in  knitting  warm  garments  for  the  men  at  the  front; 
others  by  personal  sacrifice  and  prayers,  and  sometimes  even  by 
secret  intrigue,  aiding  the  warriors.

The  volumes  in  this  series,  although  far  from  containing  a  com¬ 
plete  history  of  the  family,  should  prove  extremely  useful  as  a  starting 
point  for  the  compilation  of  such  a  record.  Printed  census  records, 
war  rolls,  genealogies  and  town  histories  and  many  other  printed 
works  were  combed  for  mention  of  each  surname.  As  source  material 
from  printed  authority,  these  bring  together  in  one  volume  what 
could  be  found  only  in  widely  scattered  printed  sources  and  makes 
the  information  readily  and  conveniently  available.  Valuable  infor¬ 
mation  or  at  least  clues  to  the  same  can  be  found  in  these  volumes. 

Notably,  each  volume  includes  the  coat-of-arms;  a  record  of 
ancient  families  of  the  name;  a  list  of  prominent  members  of  the 
family— past  and  present— in  both  the  British  Commonwealth  and  the 
United  States;  a  record  of  those  of  the  name  tracing  descent  from 
royalty;  a  record  of  the  first  emigrants  to  America  and  the  first  few 
generations  descended  from  them;  a  list  of  those  bearing  the  name 
who  fought  in  the  American  Revolution;  and  other  information  in¬ 
cluding  a  list  of  the  references  consulted  in  the  preparation  of  the 
work— which  in  itself  is  an  extremely  useful  guide  to  where  further 
information  may  be  secured. 
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
